ECRETARY of Defense McNamara has reversed a previous stand, and now has 
thrown his support to a unanimous JCS recommendation for a 16-division 
Regular Army. The President has agreed to include the two-division boost in the 
1963 budget estimates. 

A new Reserve readiness policy and possible cuts in the drill pay 
of the Reserve Forces are also in prospect. 

Army division strength was a key item on the agenda at Secretary McNamara’s 
meeting last week with President Kennedy at Hyannis Port, Mass. 

During recent years, it was a Thanksgiving time custom of the Secretary of 
Defense to fly with the JCS Chairman to Augusta, Ga., for critical budget con- 
ferences with President Eisenhower. The setting of the annual meeting has shifted 
north to Cape Cod. 

As was the case in previous years, a prominent participant in the latest Secretary 
of Defense-Chief Executive meeting was the Director of the Bureau of the Budget. 
It’s a wide open secret at the Pentagon that Budget Director David Bell is exert- 
ing heavy pressure to reduce Armed Forces spending estimates for the next fiscal

r There are authoritative reports that Secretary of Defense McNamara is being 
urged, if possible, to slash about $1.5 billion from tentatively approved spending 
programs. 

THE JOURNAL revealed (7 October) that Secretary McNamara had given initial 
endorsement to a $53.7 billion new obligational authority budget for fiscal ’63. 

This preliminary budget reflected the Secretary’s previous declarations to Con- 
gress that the Army should be maintained at a strength of 14 Regular divisions. 
There are two National Guard divisions on active duty, the 32d Infantry from 
Wisconsin at Ft. Lewis, Wash., and the 49th Armored from Texas at Ft. Polk, La. 

Secretary McNamara had projected a slash in Army strength of 79,000 from 
the end of this fiscal year to a fiscal ’63 target of 929,000. 

In giving his revised approval to a Regular Army of 16 divisions, Secretary 
McNamara was aware that this means an increase in active duty Army strength 
of at least 30,000 soldiers, to a fiscal ’63 level above 960,000.

Promotions in both the Army and Air 
Force have been complicated by the fact 
that 19 Reserve forces generals have had 
to be called to active duty with their 


units in the current military build-up. 
With both Services precariously close 
to the ceiling imposed by the Senate 


Committee even before the build-up, the 
additional numbers pushed them over 
the top, thus barring promotion for a 
number of career officers. 

The Army currently has 482 generals, 
counting 14 Reserve forces generals 
called to active duty, as opposed to a 
ceiling of 475 set by the Senate Com- 
mittee. 

The Air Force has 428 general officers, 
compared with a Senate limitation of 
425, and including five Reserve forces 
generals who have been added to Air 
Force strength as a result of the build- 
up. 

The ceiling set by the Senate Com- 
mittee was first imposed on the Serv- 
ices in the spring of 1955 by the Stennis 
Subcommittee as the result of a “gentle- 
men’s agreement” between members of 
the Subcommittee and Defense Depart- 
ment officials, The number of flag and 


general officers “authorized” by the 
agreement is less than the number 
actually authorized by law, but the 


agreement has been firmly enforced by 
the Committee for the past six and a 
half years.

HE Air Force has launched an all-out 


drive to round up its “local yokels.” | 


Potentially, there are about 860,000 of 
them—131,700 officers and 
listed men and women, 

When they are cornered, their “mug- 
shots” will be plastered in newspapers 
from coast-to-coast. The folks back home 
will know exactly what they’ve been 
doing. 

But, if you are one of the 860,000, don’t 
be alarmed, The resultant publicity will 
be less ominous than it sounds, It should, 
in fact, be a morale booster. 

In newspaper parlance, a “local yokel” 
yarn is a story about a former local resi- 
dent 
cale, but whose activities continue to 
interest the friends and relatives he left 
behind. Far from being a “yokel,” the 
subject of the story often is a distin- 
guished or highly-regarded native son, 

For many years, the Army and Navy 
have operated centralized “command 
posts,” which are assigned the task of 
keeping home-town newspapers supplied 
with stories about soldiers, sailors and 
marines. Now, the Air Force has opened 
a similar shop in Oklahoma. 


1,000 Stories Daily 


Operational only two months, the AF 
Home Town News Center at Tinker al- 
ready is sending out almost 1,000 stories 
a day about the activities of Air Force 
officers and men, They go to nearly 9,000 
newspapers—everything from big metro- 
politan dailies to small country weeklies 

from Portland, Oregon, to Portland, 
Maine. And the stories they tell are about 
airmen in every spot around the globe. 

When a 
graduates from a special school, is pro- 
moted, decorated, takes part in some un- 
usual operation, or is assigned to a new 
base or an important new job, the folks 
back home know about it immediately. 

In the past, such news releases were 
the responsibility of unit information 
officers, But the IO’s operated under a 
severe handicap. Their small staffs often 
were unable to handle large numbers of 
releases, and it was impossible to know 
which newspapers in a given area might 
be likely to use a “local yokel” story if 
they received one. 

Also, there was duplication of effort. 
An IO in New York might send out a 
release on a sergeant being reassigned 
to Arizona, and the Arizona IO might 
send out a similar release when the man 
actually reported for his new assign- 
ment. Thus, editors got the story twice, 
and mailing costs were doubled. 

Establishment of the Center provided, 
in a sense, a larger staff for al] AF in- 
formation offices by relieving field IO’s 
of responsibility for most routine news 
stories and giving them more time to

The long delay in getting off the 
ground was a necessary one. Before the 
Center could open for business, it was 
essential to pull together a qualified 
staff, hire and train a number of civilian 


| employees, and find temporary quarters 


in which to operate. 
Survey Thousands Of Papers 

Then began an involved survey of 
11,830 newspapers to discover how man} 
papers actually wanted home-town re- 
leases, what cities and towns the news- 
papers were distributed in, and what, if 
any, special requirements they had for 
photographs, 

Back came more than 8,800 replies to 
be carefully cross-indexed into files 
which would provide a quick and effi- 
cient system for getting out the news 
stories when operations actually got 
underway. About 10 months were re- 
quired to work up the material from 
the survey. 

The end result is coverage far superior 
to that available under the old system. 

A hypothetical example: 

An IO sending out a news release un- 
der the old method about the promotion 
of a sergeant whose hometown was 


| Endsville, Mo., probably would send the

release only to the Endsville Gazette. 
The Center’s files may show, however, 
that Endsville citizens read not only the 
Gazette, but the Kansas City Star, the 
St. Louis Post Dispatch, the Endsville 


| County Courier and the Springfield Times. 
| So, Center releases go to all five papers, 


provided they have asked for the service. 
In the first month of operation, the 
Center sent out 30,798 releases concern- 
ing the activities of 9,192 officers and 
airmen. This means that each story, on 
the average, went to more than three 
newspapers. 
Use Assembly-Line Technique 

The enormous output is possible be- 
cause of the careful groundwork laid by 
the Center, and the assembly-line pre- 
cision with which the newsstories are 
handled. 

Here is the way the Center operates: 

Whenever an officer or airman at any 
of the 280 AF installations around the 
world is involved in anything worthy 
of mention in his home-town paper, he 


is asked to fill out a news-release form | 


(under the supervision, if possible, of 
unit information personnel). The form 
lists such essentia] information as the 
man’s name, rank, unit, assignment,

home-town, the names and addresses of 
his family, his school and/or college, and 


a brief description of the basic news 
items—promotion, assignment, decora- 
tion, etc. 


The form is then mailed to the Center 
where it is received and processed along 
with thousands of others, As it travels 
along the assembly line it is checked for 
accuracy (it is returned to the man’s 
unit if it poses any doubts), marked 


with an uncomplicated designator to in- | 


dicate the newspapers to which it should 
be mailed and whether a photograph 
is desired, marked again for one of sev- 


eral basic formats in which the news- 
story is written, and then turned over 
to a battery of civilian writer-typists 


trained by Center personnel to write the 
final release. 

The release itself is typed on dupli- 
mat paper and, in turn, goes to the re- 
production room where machines crank 
out the necessary number of copies on 
inexpensive newsprint, The story is re- 
checked for accuracy and then goes to 


the mail room where the copies are 
sorted into State, city and newspaper 
stacks, 


Stories are mailed only once each day, 
thereby eliminating the need for more 
than one envelope for each newspaper 
even though a single paper may receive 
several releases, 

Duplication is avoided by the simple 
expedient of requiring field information 


offices to furnish news about “arrivals” 
only, and not about “departures.” 

Colonel Good told a JOURNAL reporter 
during a tour of the Center that the 
new organization “provides the Air 
Force with a better means of recogniz- 
ing the individual.” He noted that the 
“big headline” news story takes care of 
itself, “but the people involved in mak- 
ing the operation a success, who work 
under difficult and dangerous conditions 
to make a project go” are not always 
so easily recognized. 

“The Center,” he said, “will provide 
the individual with the recognition he 


deserves, and where he deserves it—in 
his home town.” 

Colonel Good took charge of the 
Center last June, reporting from the 


Air Force Academy where he had been 
Director of Information, His staff (see 


| box) inciudes many topflight Air Force 


information specialists. 

Although the Center began operations 
in temporary quarters at Tinker, it re- 
cently has moved into its own, newly- 
converted building, and now has about 
half of its eventual complement of 45 
military and 23 civilians, together with 
most of its equipment and supplies. 

The photography lab still has no pic- 
ture-making capacity, although it ex- 
pects to begin such work either late 
this month or early in January. It is 
busy, however, turning out prints or 
photomats of photographs sent in with 
the news-story forms and these, in turn, 
go out with the press releases to news- 
papers which have requested them. 


Radio Survey Next 


At present, the Center is preparing to 
send out a radio survey similar to the 
to the earlier newspaper survey. Eventu- 
ally, radio and TV stations will be pro- 
vided with tape-recorded and filmed 
interviews, 

With its initial newspaper releases, the 
Center enclosed a letter asking editors 
to comment on the news-stories and 
suggest improvements, The replies that 
came back were overwhelmingly favor- 
able. A few editors suggested changes, 
some of which have since been incorpo- 
rated in the release procedures, 

The comments also underscored the 
wisdom of the Center’s decision to 
eliminate all Air Force “propaganda” 
from the releases, thus keeping them 
brief and focussed on the individual. 
Many editors applauded this step. The 
comment of a South Carolina newspaper 
was typical: “Your brevity rates 
your release above competing branches 
of the Armed Forces which tend to be 
verbose.” 

Colonel Good says the Air Force com- 
mands are “enthusiastic” about the 
Center and, as information about the 
Center’s activities continues to spread, 
he thinks the enthusiasm and support 
will grow.

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Defense Industry—A Vital Component Of Security 


No one who remembers the pernicious results of the activities of 
the Senate Munitions Investigating Committee in 1934-36 can look with 
equanimity on today’s growing tendency to condemn our defense in- 
dustries and to attribute to them an undue influence over defense budgets 
and policies. 

The current anti-defense industry movement is still small, but un- 
less it is scotched it can grow and bring about a repitition of the sorry 
pre-World War II situation wherein we were forced to rebuild a defense 
industry capability that had been nearly destroyed by the vicious muni- 
tions investigation. 

Today’s movement was encouraged by an unfortunate remark in the 
farewell address of former President Eisenhower when he said: “We 
must guard against the acquisition of unwarranted influence, whether 
sought or unsought, by the military-industrial complex.’’ One magazine, 
The Nation, has devoted an entire issue to this theme, and a few news- 
paper columnists have sounded the same chord. These commentators 
include defense and industry associations and organizations as objects 
of this criticism, just as their predecessors did 25 years ago. 

The movement of the ’30s started quietly, too. A book entitled ‘“Mer- 
chants of Death” excoriated the defense industry. Magazine articles fol- 
lowed. But the big blast came when the late Senator Borah, using this 
material, delivered a scorching attack on the munitions makers, Nation- 
wide press coverage and an aroused Senate led to the appointment of 
a Munitions Investigating Committee with the then Senator Gerald P. 
Nye (R-ND) as chairman. 

The Nye Committee recruited a staff of assistants, mostly from the 
Agriculture Department and the new Agricultural Adjustment Adminis- 
tration. This staff included many of the eager “bright” young men of 
the day. Among them was Alger Hiss who conducted a great deal of the 
cross examination of military and industry people. 

After a year and half of hearings and headlines, the Committee 
issued some 27 printed volumes of testimony and three volumes of report. 

The net result was that the small segment of industry whose co- 
operation the Services had secured to keep the arms industry alive was 
virtually wrecked. Shocked at the outrageous treatment accorded them 
by the Committee and in the press, some of the largest corporations 
withdrew from the defense business. When the war clouds came in 1939, 
it was only through urgent appeals to patriotism that firms reentered 
the defense business and the art of manufacturing munitions was slowly 
revived under pressure. 

A common saying in those days, which we hope will not have to 
be repeated, concerned the plight of industrialists who cooperated with 
the national defense: “In the United States they indict him, in England 
they knight him.” 

The defense industries probably are no more simon-pure than in- 
dustry as a whole. But they are working diligently and patriotically, 
under strictly regulated profits, to make our nation strong. Moreover, 
they are certainly bound by more controls than the rest of industry. 
The renegotiation act, the general accounting act, the strictures of secu- 
rity controls, the inhibitions on employment, and many others, put them 
more directly under the eyes of the government and the public than any 
other industry. 

Throughout its history, the United States has shied from prepara- 
tion for war except under the pressure of war or the immediate threat 
of war. But in today’s era of technology we must be continually pre- 
pared, for it would be fatal if we were forced to rebuild an industry as 
we did at the onset of WWII. 

The defense industry is too precious and too vital to be made the ob- 
ject of excoriation and calumny, The Defense Department, and particu- 
larly the Office of the Assistant Secretary for Public Affairs, must be 
alert to this danger and prepared to show the public the importance of a 


strong and virile defense industry. The American people should be on 
guard against renewed attacks on those who are developing and pro- 
ducing the weapons to defend freedom. 


Pay And Efficiency—Military And Civilian 

Studies of the means to raise the efficiency of our defense organ- 
ization are pointing ever increasingly to the necessity of improved pay 
scales. 

Thus far, these reports and recommendations have stressed the de- 
sirability of providing better incomes for civilian personnel. The report 
of Senator Jackson’s Subcommittee on Government Operations, for ex- 
ample (see page 4 last week’s JOURNAL) holds that the calibre of people 
operating the defense program is more important than proposed re- 
organizations. 

“The present pay scales,” Senator Jackson’s report said, “are 
dropping further and further behind those obtaining in private life— 
not only in business but increasingly so in the academic world. These 
inadequate salaries discourage too many people from entering govern- 
ment service and encourage too many to leave it.” 

Recently, Director of Defense Research and Engineering Harold 
Brown, said: (THE JOURNAL 28 October), ‘Salary is basic. Salary is not 
the only criterion upon which a superior man in the laboratory makes 
his decision to leave, but is basic.” 

Aside from Secretary of Defense McNamara’s acknowledgement of 
the efforts of Chairman Vinson and Russell ‘‘to see to it that Service 
pay should keep pace with the rising cost of living,” there has been 
scant mention—and no aciton— concerning the need for improving the 
pay scales in the Armed Services. 

Nevertheless, continued recognition of the part adequate pay plays 
in attracting and keeping top-rated civilians must lead inevitably to an 
acknowledgement that the men in uniform, and their families, certainly 
are entitled to the same consideration. 

Secretary McNamara, who has spoken more frequently of late of 
the importance of morale, would do well to implement a Pentagon task 
force recommendation that the military pay system should “provide 
compensation levels which are reasonably comparable to those paid 
people outside the military service occupying positions requiring similar 
skills and responsibilities.”

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To Active Duty; Prescribes Uniform Rules 


HE Defense Department has _ re- 

viewed its procedures for ordering 
Reservists to active duty in the light 
of its experience in the recent strength- 
ening of the active forces. 

These procedures, developed after the 
enactment of the Reserve Forces Act of 
1955, have been put to use for the first 
time. 

A memorandum to the Service Secre- 
taries from Deputy Secretary of Defense 
Roswell L. Gilpatric formalizes what 
was actually done in the ordering up 
of the Reserves. In other areas, it clari- 
fies and emphasizes established policy. 

The directive sets down a clear dis- 
tinction between the processing of Re- 
servists in drill pay status and those 
who are still in the ready reserves but 
not receiving drill pay. With regard to 
the latter, it prescribes uniform pro- 
cedure for exemption from the order 
after the alert. The Reservist not in 
drill pay status will not be precluded 
from exemption from the order if it is 
determined that he is qualified for trans- 
fer to the Standby Reserve and meets 
the requirements of the memorandum. 

The memorandum reemphasizes the 
policy which applies to all Ready Re- 
servists, that extreme personal or com- 
munity hardship is a basis for delay or 
exemption from the order. This policy 
applies even though the Reservist has 
entered on active duty, If he requests 
and it is determined by his service that 
his retention would in fact result in ex- 
treme personal or community hardship 
he may be released from active duty. 

Paragraph C of the memorandum es- 
tablishes a firm and uniform policy with 
respect to ready reservists who are stu- 
dents in the professions of medicine, 
dentistry or other allied medical health 
specialties. If they are not in drill pay 
status they will be given an opportunity 
to enter an early commissioning pro- 
gram, This will afford them a delay 
until they have completed their pro- 
fessional education and training, after 
which they will enter the service as 
officers in the professional capacity, If 
they elect not to accept this program, 
they will be transferred to the standby re- 
serve, and after completion of their 
studies and training may be drafted pur- 
suant to Section 5(a). Universal Mili- 
tary Training and Service Act (50 App. 
U.S.C, 455(a). “(Doctor Draft Law).” 

The military departments have, in 
fact, released medical students who were 
ordered to active duty in accordance 
with this policy. Similarly, the services 
have full authority to release other re- 
servists from active duty where the 
facts warrant it, 

There is also express authorization for 
reasonable delay in reporting to active 
duty when the facts show that such de- 
lay is in accordance with sound judg- 
ment and consistent with military re- 
quirements. 

The Department of Defense is review- 
ing the directive setting forth the basic 
criteria for screening members of the 
ready reserve to the standby reserve. 
This study will be directed toward any 
measures that may be indicated to make 
certain the ready reservist will prompt- 
ly notify his service of any change in 
status that might entitle him to transfer 
to the standby reserve. A review of the 
critical occupations in conjunction with 
the Labor Department is also planned. 

Here is the text of the memorandum:

HE purpose of this memorandum is 

to provide policy guidance to the mili- 
tary departments concerning delay or 
exemption of Ready Reservists who have 
been involuntarily ordered to active 
duty. 

The Department of Defense has set 
forth in references a. through d. the 
current policy guidance pertaining to 
fulfilling the military service obligation; 
the screening of the Ready Reserve; and 
the assignment to and transfer between 
reserve categories and discharge from re- 
serve status. 

The following definitions apply to sub- 
ject policy: 

A. Delay is considered to be a post- 
ponement in reporting to active duty by 
Ready Reservists not to exceed 30 days 
from date initially designated to report 
to active duty. This delay period may be 
extended by the appropriate Secretary 
if the merits of the individual case so 
warrant, 

B. Exemption is considered to be total 
relief from the requirement of reporting 
to active duty. 

It is the policy of the Department of 
Defense that: 

A. The screening of Ready Reservists 
will cease when they have been alerted 
for involuntary order to active duty. 
Ready Reservists who have not been 
alerted for involuntary order to active 





duty will continue to be screened in ac- | 


cordance with the current Department 


of Defense screening program, refer- 
ence b. 
B. Except for high school students 


who may be delayed until graduation or 
until age 20, whichever comes first, con- 


sideration may be given to request for 


delay or exemption from Ready Re- 
servists alerted for order to active duty 
under the following conditions: 

(1) Ready Reservists who are in a 
drill pay status may be granted a delay 
or exemption only in exceptional cases 
when the involuntary order to active 
duty will result in an extreme personal 
or community hardship. 

(2) All other Ready Reservists may 
be granted delay or exemption in ac- 
cordance with the following criteria: 

(a) In exceptional cases when the in- 
voluntary order to active duty will re- 
sult in an extreme personal or com- 
munity hardship. 

(b) If the circumstances would qualify 
them for transfer to the Standby Re- 
serve pursuant to the provisions of ref- 
erence b, and they either 

1, requested such transfer before be- 
ing alerted for order to active duty, or 

2. present a good and sufficient rea- 
son for not having made a timely re- 
quest for such transfer, 

C. Members of the Ready Reserve not 
in a drill pay status, who are students 
in the professions of medicine, dentistry 
or other allied medical health special- 
ties shall be transferred to the Standby 
Reserve unless they elect to be trans- 
ferred to the Early Commissioning Pro- 
gram. This latter program is preferable 
from the standpoint of proper utilization 
since these students will be retained in 
a Ready Reserve status and will be 
available to the military services as 
commissioned physicians, dentists or 
other allied medical specialists upon 
completion of their education and train- 
ing. 

D. Request for delay or exemption 
from a member of the reserve forces 
involuntarily ordered to active duty will 
be considered on the merits of the in- 





dividual case and the requirements of 


the services concerned. Such requests 
will be submitteq through the military 
chain of command prescribed by the 
military departments. Final decision in 
all cases of appeal is vested in the 
Service Secretaries concerned or their 
designated representatives. 

E, Reservists who have completed 
their military obligation and request ex- 
emption are required to submit their 
resignation or request for discharge 





from the Reserve forces. If the indi- 
vidual so desires, he may include a 
statement in his resignation or request 
for discharge that he would be willing 
to accept a transfer to the inactive 
status list of the Standby Reserve, or to 
the Retired Reserve, if eligible, in lieu 
of the acceptance of his resignation or 
discharge, Reservists who are obligors 
and request exemption will, if requests 
are approved, be discharged or retained 
in the Reserve to be Available for mo- 
bilization at such time as the reason for 
their exemption is removed. Reservists 
retained in the Reserves upon the ap- 
proval of their request for exemption 
will not be permitted to participate in 
any reserve training for which they 
would be entitled to receive pay from 
Federal funds or be credited with points 
toward retirement under Chapter 67, 
Title 10, U. S. Code, until they have 
served on active duty (other than for 
training) or the Secretary concerned 
makes a special finding in each case 
that their return to active participating

status is in the best interest of the par- 
ticular Service. The Secretary concerned 
may not delegate his authority under 
the preceding sentence. 

F. Request for delay or exemption will 
be processed expeditiously and the in- 
dividual concerned will be notified 
promptly of the action taken. Every ef- 
fort will be made to process such action 
and notify the individual prior to the 
date on which travel must commence 
in order to effect compliance with active 
duty orders, However, when such action 
cannot be completed prior to effective 
date of acive duty orders, the Reservist 
will be required to report for duty and 
await final determination of his case un- 
less specifically granted permission not 
to report by the local area commander 
delegated this authority. 

The implementation of this policy is 
effective immediately, Copies of military 
department regulations implementing 
this memorandum will be forwarded to 
the Assistant Secretary of Defense 
(Manpower) within 60 days.

THE YO-YO BUILDUP of the Armed Forces 
is causing serious morale problems at military 
installations across the Nation. The JCS is con- 
cerned. So are politicians. And so is Secretary 
of Defense McNamara, who must deal with both. 
This is a major reason why the Pentagon boss 
has done an about-face (see Page 1) with regard 
to Regular Army division strength. Secretary Mc- 
Namara had proclaimed that 14 RA divisions 
were enough; now he agrees with the unflinching 
stand of the Army leadership that 16 divisions 
should be authorized. 


SECRETARY McNAMARA, still new to the job, 
had counted earlier in the year on a stepped-up 
readiness in the Reserve Forces to offset the need 
for more RA divisions. He had calculated that 
priority divisions could move from civilian life 
to duty overseas in as short a time as 8 weeks. 
Many military professionals questioned such a 
capability. The fact of the matter is, however, 
that Secretary McNamara faces an enigmatic 
problem. His difficulties would be eased if major 
elements of the Army Reserve Forces were de- 
ployed overseas. The current troubles are aggra- 
vated by the fact that most members of Reserve 
Forces units called to active duty, whatever their 
readiness for deployment, believe they are stuck 
for indefinite periods up to one year at training 
bases in the U.S., and will not be given any other 
military assignment. 

THERE ARE THOUSANDS of National 
Guardsmen and Reservists now on duty who have 
served previously—in WWII or Korea—many in 
both conflicts. They say that the Yo-Yo action 
—in and out of the Armed Forces—is (1) not 
equitable and (2) is uncertain in terms of mili- 
tary effectiveness. Reserve Forces members know 
that they have been called for a maximum of one 
year; no one has told them what the minimum 
service will be. The traditional concept of the 
“Minute Men” ready to spring into action has 
been changed in the Army Reserve Forces to “One 
Year Men,” who trudge off to training camps 
with unspecified missions. 


THE COMMUNICATIONS STRINGS from 
Washington to the National Guard and Reserve 
units called to duty or alerted for possible call 
have not been effective. A more dynamic leader- 
ship at the DoD and Service levels would have 
made certain, for example, that top civilian and 
military leaders shared Thanksgiving dinner 
with Service people, particularly the newly re- 
called Reserve Forces members. 


BUT NO MATTER HOW EFFECTIVE the 
leadership, and no matter how dedicated Reserve 
Forces members are, the heart of the matter is 
that Secretary McNamara is learning that, morale 
problems aside, it is possible, dollar for dollar, 
to obtain more return in combat effectiveness by 
investing resources in Regular Forces than in Re- 
serve Forces. A buildup of Regular Forces would 
make it possible to make long-range military man- 
power plans, rather than to rely on a Yo-Yo ap- 
proach, with all its dangers, costs, and political 
spinning. 


NO UNIFIED STAND has been agreed upon 
among the Services, but strong opposition is de- 
veloping to the Gilpatric Committee’s proposal 
(see page 1) to create a Defense Family Housing 
Fund. The Fund would work like this: each Serv- 
ice would budget for and justify before Congress 
their family housing construction and O&M fis- 
cal needs. After appropriation by Congress, the 
funds would be transferred from the Services to 
the DoD Fund. The money then would be allo- 
cated to the Services. Service officials—led by a 
strong Navy stand—contend that each of the 
Military Departments should handle its own fam- 
ily housing O&M accounts. 


ON OTHER RECOMMENDATIONS of the 
Gilpatric Report, the Services are united in agree- 
ment. They concede that the Report’s recommen- 
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dations would centralize a new series of powers 
within DoD at the expense of traditional Serv- 
ice prerogatives. They are resigned to this event- 
uality, however, because they believe it may be 
the only way to relieve the critical housing situ- 
ation. 


THE GILPATRIC COMMITTEE’S recommen- 
dation for an average 18.5% increase in quarters 
allowance is just half the raise recommended by 
a Military Compensation Study completed earlier 
this year in the office of Assistant Secretary of 
Defense (Manpower) Carlisle P. Runge. The 
Compensation study urged that quarters allow- 
ances be increased immediately by 36.78% and in 
the future be tied to the Labor Department’s 
Cost of Living Index. 


THE RUNGE STUDY also recommended that 
military pay be tied to the National economy by 
the establishment of a special Military Pay In- 
dex. Both of these proposals are similar to ones 
advanced by the Cordiner Committee in 1957. 
Many of the Cordiner Committee proposals were 
implemented in the Military Pay Act of 1958. 
Proposals for “escalator” scales of BAQ and 
military pay were not. Another significant Cordi- 
ner recommendation not acted upon was for re- 
vision of military retired pay in line with the 
1958 active pay scales. 


THE SERVICE “STEP-CHILDREN” have been 
forgotten again. Despite the fact that the Gilpat- 
ric Committee stressed the importance of ade- 
quate housing to military morale, it recommended 
nothing to alleviate the plight of the bachelor 
officer—who oftentimes must spend a whole ca- 
reer in sub-standard or unacceptable quarters. 
There has been much talk about improving the 
housing plight of bachelor officers, including 
nurses and other women officers, but little action. 


A 17-MEMBER DETACHMENT, headed by 
Capt. Charles L. Stowe, has been dispatched 
from Seventh Army in Germany to aid the 
victims of disastrous floods in Sommalia. The 
group consists of 10 personnel and two Army 
H-19 helicopters from the 30th Medical Group’s 
421st Medical Air Ambulance Company, 5 per- 
sonnel from the 29th Transportation Aircraft 
Maintenance Company, and 2 communications 
specialists from the 16th Aviation Operations 
Detachment. Besides Captain Stowe, other offi- 
cers in the group include: Captains John W. 
Dean and William R. Briot; Ist Lt. Freddie J. 
Mills; and CWO William K. Carmical. 


THE PENTAGON ANNOUNCEMENT (see 
Page 15) that six items of military clothing will 
be standardized may not be earth-shaking in im- 
pact—annual savings of $400,000 are projected— 
but it is most significant that the official release 
revealed that the Services were “ordered” to take 
the action. It’s also noteworthy that Deputy 
Secretary of Defense Roswell L. Gilpatric “di- 
rected” Lt. Gen. Andrew T. McNamara, Director 
of the new Defense Supply Agency to make 
standardization decisions on all items managed by 
his agency. 


GENERAL MCNAMARA’S AGENCY has yet 
to receive the full recognition its responsibilities 
and authorities deserve in the national press, but 
you can expect to read much more about its work 
when DSA shifts into full gear in the New Year. 
General McNamara has been given broad au- 
thority by Secretary McNamara and Deputy Sec- 
retary Gilvatric, and has been told to use it. Cre- 
ation of DSA is a major step towards greater uni- 
fication of the Services. 


FOUR ARMY AVIATORS are attached to the 
Navy’s Operation Deep Freeze in Antarctica, and 
will fly 2 Bell HU-1B Iroquois helicopters to 
permit U.S. Geological Survey scientists to map 
2 regions north and south of McMurdo Station 
covering 128,000 square miles. This is about 3% 
of the continent’s 5.1 million square miles. The 
Army Aviators are Lt. John H. Green, and 
CWO’s John P. D’Angelo, John E. Brazil, and 
Clarence E. Gleaton. 


DUTY TOURS IN VIET NAM have been 
changed by the Army. Heretofore, Army men ac- 
companied by their families served 27 months in 
Saigon, and 24 months elsewhere in that country. 
The new accompanied tour, anywhere in Viet 
Nam, is 30 months. All others will serve 18 
months, instead of 17 months in Saigon, and 12 
months outside the capital. 


USE OF RETIRED OFFICERS in Government 
civilian positions will be a hot item of discussion 
early in the ’62 Congressional session. House 
Civil Service Manpower Subcommittee will seek 
information as to the number of retired officers 
who now hold Federal civilian jobs. This inquiry 
will coincide with promised action by the Civil 
Service Commission and the Pentagon, with Ad- 
ministration prodding, to eliminate out-dated dual 
compensation legislation, and thereby to liberalize 
opportunities for civiilan use of retired military 
people. 


THE UNIONS WHICH REPRESENT civilian 
employees already have begun strong attacks 
against the use of retired Service people in Civil 
Service posts. It remains to be seen how effective 
the Pentagon leadership will be in urging legis- 
lative action that would permit the Government 
to make maximum use of skills and experience 
that are possessed by people who have completed 
active careers in uniform. 


THE TACTICAL AIR COMMAND has used 
a central selection board composed entirely of 
senior and chief master sergeants to review the 
records of more than 7,000 eligibles to choose 
175 technical and 128 master sergeants. The 
“Super NCO” Board is another move to enhance 
the prestige of top airmen. Every airman who 
was recommended for advancement was consid- 
ered by a super grade NCO in his own technical 
specialty. 


A 5-TIME WINNER of the Legion of Merit, 
Brig. Gen. Charles S. D’Orsa, who has been CG 
of the Combat Development Experimentation 
Center at Ft. Ord, Calif., will shift across 
country to command the Army Training Center 
at Ft. Jackson, S. C. General D’Orsa, a USMA 
*32 graduate, went to Ord after heading the 
Berlin Command. 


OTHER STATE LEGISLATURES will con- 
sider bills next year that would parallel the 
New York State action to exempt from State in- 
come tax military pay up to $100 per month, 
effective 1 October 61. The New York Legis- 
lature also has boosted from 100 to 500 the num- 
ber of scholarships awarded each year to children 
of Armed Forces members, including children 
of deceased or disabled veterans of WWII or 
Korea. 


ON THE SCHOLARSHIP FRONT, the Air 
Force has scored a major morale gain with its 
policy of using non-appropriated Central Wel- 
fare Funds to provide educational help to young- 
sters of active duty personnel. With Mrs. Curtis 
E. LeMay, wife of the CofS, taking a most active 
interest in the problem, the Air Force also has 
initiated a program to provide “in the family” 
assistance in mental retardation cases. As CinC 
of SAC, General LeMay directed the most vig- 
orous Family Services program anywhere in 
the Armed Forces. He maintains a vigilant in- 
terest in family welfare problems throughout 
the Air Force. 


THE PENTAGON ISSUED on 22 November 
a 5-paragraph announcement that until 3 Jan- 
uary it will be possible for men who have passed 
their 20th birthday—the ceiling imposed in 
September—to enlist in the Reserve and Na- 
tional Guard 6-month training program up to 
the age of 22. After 3 January, the Reserve 
Forces Act limitations of 17 and 26 years will 
apply. The Army wanted to announce the 22 
year change some weeks ago, but could not ob- 
tain DoD clearance. That’s why a policy change 
not announced until 22 November will become 
obsolete on 3 January.

e Cuts in Guard and Reserve drill pay 
strength from the present 700,000 to 
600,000. A proposal to cut Guard and Re- 
serve strength back to 500,000 has been 
rumored at the Pentagon, but could not 
be confirmed. 

e Cuts in the number of pay drill pe- 
riods authorized for National Guard and 
Reserve units. 

During the past session of Congress, 
Secretary McNamara stated repeatedly 
that he believed a 14-division strength 
was adequate. He said this even after 
the Berlin Crisis buildup was initiated, 
But obviously he was counting then on 
the call to duty of Reserve Forces di- 
visions. 


Call More Divisions 


To maintain a 16-division strength 
deep into ’63 would require the call-up 
of additional divisions (the Wisconsin 
and Texas divisions can serve only a 
year under present law), or activation of 
two Regular divisions, as has long been 
advocated by the Army leadership. 

The Army will be vitally interested 
also in the decision made at Hyannis 
Port regarding the Zeus anti-missile mis- 
sile program, In the preliminary fiscal 
’63 budget approved by Secretary Mc- 
Namara, the Army would be given the 
go-ahead next year to begin work to- 
ward building 12 Zeus batteries to pro- 
vide coverage for six metropolitan areas. 

Secretary McNamara indicated his sup- 
port, subject to change, for $383 million 
in Zeus money next year, including ini- 
tial production of long lead-time items, 
with an increase to $850 million in '64, 
and $1.3 billion the following year. 

It is noteworthy that Assistant Secre- 
tary of Defense Stuart Pittman was an- 
other participant in the Hyannis Port 
sessions, He is in charge of Civil De- 
fense. 

A major budget problem confronting 
the Administration is how much to seek 
from Congress next year for Civil De- 
fense. Many military commanders are

concerned that if major expenditures are | 


sought for Civil Defense, it will, 
tight budget situation, force cutbacks or 
cancellations in weapons programs. 


Obligational Authority 


Because it will be necessary to hold 
fiscal "63 increases in defense expendi- 
ture at least $1 billion below what the 
Services deem as essential, it may be 
anticipated that Secretary McNamara, 
Assistant Secretary (Comptroller) 
Charles J. Hitch, and the Service Secre- 
taries will emphasize new obligational 
authority requests in their Congressional 
testimony next year. 

During the last several years, the Ex- 
penditure and NOA totals have been 
coming close together. Now, they will 
likely draw apart again by some billions 
of dollars, 

Thus, for example, the Pentagon may 
seek perhaps $50 billion in expenditures, 
and NOA funds of at least $52 billion. 

It is likely that if Secretary McNamara 
is forced by budget realities to reduce 
activities on the expenditure side that 
he will find it necessary also to make 
downward modifications on the obliga- 
tion side of the budget ledger. 

The preliminary NOA budget, dis- 
closed by THE JOURNAL early in October, 
provided $12.74 billion for the Army; 
$15.58 billion for the Navy; and $21.31 
billion for the Air Force. 

There was $1.7 billion for foreign aid, 
and $1.69 billion for the Office of the 
Secretary of Defense. 

The OSD budget will be substantially 
higher in fiscal ’63 than this year, There 
are a number of reasons for this, most 
notably the stepped-up Civil Defense 
program. But retired pay costs are also

2. Belt buckles and clips will be 


standardized for all services on the 
brass buckle and clip in the design 
presently used by the Army and Air 
Force, but in black color. The saving of

3. The fatigue uniform will be stand- 
ardized for all services on the fatigue 
clothing presently worn by the Army 
and Air Force, without modification. 

4. Inspectors’ and meat cutters’ frocks 
will be standardized for all services on 
men’s white cotton drill frock Federal 
Stock No. Series 8415-715-9015, less 
caduceus, 

5. Women’s summer shirtwaist and 
slacks will be standardized for the Navy, 
Marine Corps and Air Force on shirt- 
waist and slacks of polyster/cotton in 
blue color, The slacks will be made over 
the same pattern as the winter slacks. 
The Army will continue its develop- 
ment of a new field uniform designed 
to meet the military characteristics for 
such a uniform using standard materials 
wherever possible. 

6. Women’s winter slacks and sweat- 
ers will be standardized for the Navy, 
Marine Corps and Air Force on a dark 
blue sweater and on slacks made over 
the same pattern as the summer slacks 
and in the materials and colors used 
by the respective military services. The 
slacks will be compatible with the dress 
uniform items with which they are 
worn. 

The Army will also continue its de- 
velopment of a new sweater and field 
combat trousers using standard ma- 
terials. 

Deputy Secretary of Defense Roswell 


L. Gilpatric, in appraising the new 
standardization, reiterated Secretary 
McNamara’s principle that “when the 


penalty of error is great, careful con- 
sideration must be given to standardiza- 
tion recommendations, but when little 
risk is involved, agreements shall be 
reached quickly.” “This principle should 
be applied,” Mr. Gilpatric continued, 
“to the entire Department of Defense 
Standardization effort in order to ac- 
celerate standardization decisions and 
to avoid wasting staff effort which 
otherwise could be utilized in the stand- 
ardization of critical items.” 

Mr. Gilpatric further directed that 
Lt. Gen. Andrew T. McNamara, Direc- 
tor, Defense Supply Agency, make 
standardization decisions on all items 
which are managed by his agency.

limited financial means as do civilians 
with comparable low incomes,” the Com- 
mittee said. 

Deputy Secretary Gilpatric and his 
associates recommended that “priority” 
se given to a special study of this prob- 
em. 

The group commented that “by far 
the major portion of ‘off-base inade- 
quate’ housing occupied by Servicemen 
is so Classified because the cost is more 
than they can afford.” 

The Committee noted that “if the 
basic allowance for quarters were in- 
creased, some off-base units would be 
removed from the excess cost category.” 

The Committee analyzed current ex- 
penditures for quarters and compared 
them with present allowances. This 
showed that the average colonel is pay- 
ing $55 more per month for his off-base 
rental quarters than the $137 he re- 
ceives in his present average BAQ. 

For lieutenant colonels, the minus 
figure is $45, and the average major and 
captain, according to the Committee, 
must pay $43 more for rent than they 
receive,

@® Reference the article in the Read- 
er’s View section of the 18 November 
issue titled A Plan For Revised Re- 
tirement Rules by Arthur E,. Conn, 
Colonel, IG. 

Colonel Conn’s suggestion makes a 
lot of sense. I too would like to see 
Congressional action to stop further 
waste of skills, capabilities and money. 

I am a Regular Air Force Lieutenant 
Colonel with over 20 years active com- 
missioned service. If the White Charger 
Board which met recently does not 
“tab” me then approximately one 
month after my 53d birthday in Sep- 
tember 1962 I expect to be manda- 
torily retired because of 28 years PLS. 
I will receive $581.25 per month retire- 
ment pay. I am physically fit. I feel 
that I am at my peak of skill and 
capability. 

Through appropriate legislation, as 
suggested by Colonel Conn, I could be 
retired and immediately ordered to ac- 
tive duty. I could thus serve my coun- 
try another 5 years to age 58, or even 
8 to 10 years to age 60 or 62. My 
services during these additional years 
would only cost the government $377 
per month, which is the difference be- 
tween my current full pay and allow- 
ances and my retirement pay.

Decorated Dinnerware Will Replace 


Compartmented Trays In Army Messes 


Optional use of conventional dinner- 
ware in place of compartmented trays 
to serve Army troops in mess halls has 
been authorized, 

No time schedule has been established 
for Army-wide conversion to the new 
tableware. The change-over will be ac- 
complished by individual commands and 
installations on an optional basis within 
the limits of available funds. 

The new dinnerware, made of tem- 
pered glass, will be available in white 
with either a green or burgundy decora- 
tive band, Authorized under the new 
system, along with the plates, bowls, 
cups and saucers, are two sizes of glass 
tumblers and plastic serving trays to 
carry dishes from serving lines to din- 
ing tables. 


Decision to authorize dinnerware for 
use in messhalls resulted from acceler- 





ated studies of food serving techniques 
started by Maj. Gen. Webster Anderson, 
The Quartermaster General of the Army, 

“Experience has demonstrated that 
use of conventional dinnerware in lieu 
of institutional-type trays is a definite 
factor in increasing the soldier’s enjoy- 
ment of his meals and raising troop 
morale,” General Anderson said. “More- 
over, studies have shown that use of 
dishes instead of compartmented trays 
appreciably reduces food waste by per- 
mitting closer portion-control at time of 
serving. This does not mean a soldier 
will eat less, but rather that he will 
tend to leave less at the dining table. 
Since plate service is far more conducive 
to appetite appeal than compartmented 
trays, it will be much easier to comply 
with the time-honored Army mess hall 
adage: Take all you want but eat all 
you take.”

With Successful Target Firing 


ESTS of the Army’s Nike-Zeus anti- 

missile missile have moved a step 
nearer with test firings of a solid fuel 
rocket “target” at the Pacific Missile 
Range facility on Kwajalein atoll. 

A two-stage, unguided rocket was suc- 
cessfully launched from the island of 
Roi-Namur in the atoll on 15 November 
and impacted in the sea. 

BGen. John G, Zierdt, Commander of 
the Army Rocket and Guided Missile 
Agency, at Redstone Arsenal, Ala., said 
the solid fuel rocket is designed for use 
as a high-speed, high-altitude target to 
test Nike Zeus radars sited on Kwajalein 
Island some 40 miles from Roi-Namur 
and as a target for Nike Zeus missiles 
in some intercept test firings at Kwaj- 
alein, 

The Kwajalein site will be used by 
the Army to test the Zeus system on the 
Pacific Missile Range using target nose 
cones boosted by ICBM missiles fired 
west from California. 

The 15 November firing at Kwajalein 
demonstrated the readiness of the tar- 
get rocket and its launch facility at Roi- 
Namur. The launch was controlled from 
the Zeus test installation on Kwajalein. 

The Redstone Agency is technical su- 
pervisor of the missile defense system 


development program. Nike Zeus devel- 
opment work also is in progress at 
White Sands Missile Range, N, M., at 
Headquarters of the Pacific Missile 
Range, Pt, Mugu, Calif. and at other 
locations. 

The target rocket fired on 15 Novem- 
ber was designed and developed by the 
Physical Science Laboratory of New 
Mexico State University at Las Cruces, 
N. M., under contract to the Bell Tele- 
phone Laboratories, responsible for Nike 
Zeus system design and development. 

Western Electric Co., is prime con- 
tractor for the Zeus system, the only 
missile defense system in advanced de- 
velopment in the Free World.

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A-PPOWERED ENTERPRISE IS COMMISSIONED: 
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SecNav Connally Extols “Amazing” Polaris But Says Attack Carriers 
And Aircraft Are “Indispensable”; Next Flattop Not Yet Approved 


ew in the light of the amazing Polaris,” Navy attack carriers will continue 
“for a long time to come” to be “the primary and indispensable ingredient 


of modern sea-based weapons systems.” 


Secretary of the Navy John B,. Connally reaffirmed the role of the carrier in 
these words during commissioning ceremonies for the nuclear-powered Enterprise 


at Newport News, Va., 25 November. 


Earlier in his remarks, the Secretary disclosed that the Navy “has chalked 
up the fantastic score of 10 out of 10 perfect shots” in the most recent firings 
from submerged Polaris submarines. All 10 shots travelled “considerably more” 
than 1200 miles, he said, and landed “squarely on their targets.” 

Faced by hundreds of Naval Aviators and carrier men at the Enterprise cere- 
monies, Secretary Connally said he was sure there were “just a few present” who 
wondered why he chose the occasion to extol the successes of the Polaris. 

“I did so,” he said, “because even in the light of the amazing Polaris I can 
say to you with all possible conviction: The attack carriers with their manned 
aircraft are now, and will be for a long time to come, the primary and indispensable 


ingredient of modern sea-based weapons 
systems.” 

Secretary Connally said, “If we are to 
continue full exploitation of all the 
oceans of the world, then we must have 
the carrier to provide air power wher- 
ever it is needed and when it is needed.” 
To continue to cope with the entire spec- 
trum of international relations, including 
the possibilities of “nuclear exchange,” 
he said, “we must maintain the progres- 
sive developments of having air power, 
based on mobile, versatile, self-contained, 
sea-going flight decks, there.” 

He added that the “deadly, practically 
invulnerable Polaris system does not, in 
any real sense, reduce the Navy’s in- 
creasing requirements for manned air- 
craft or the carriers to send them on 
their wide variety of missions.” 





Although he spoke of “increasing re- 
quirements” for carriers, Secretary Con- 
nally revealed that the “next” carrier 
has not yet been approved and that when 
it is, it will be a conventionally-powered 
ship rather than a nuclear-powered ves- 
sel like the Enterprise. The shift, he 
said, is a part of “our constant strive 
to economize.” 

When approval is granted, he said, the 
Navy will get an additional carrier “when 
we need it,” and “time to complete our 
present efforts to reduce the size and 
cost of nuclear-powered carriers.” 

The new 85,000-ton Enterprise is the 
only nuclear-powered carrier whose con- 
struction has been authorized by the 
Congress, The most outspoken opponent 
of carriers on Capitol Hill is Representa- 





TASK FORCE FOR 
ADM. HAYWARD? 


A report was published in News- 
week magazine this week that 
VAdm, John G. Hayward, DCNO 
for Underseas Development would

tive Clarence Cannon (D-Mo), powerful 
Chairman of the House Appropriations 
Committee, who repeatedly has called the 
big ships “sitting ducks.” 

Noting that the nuclear ship has 
proved “considerably more expensive” 
than a conventionally-powered one (it 
cost about $450 million), Secretary Con- 
nally remarked, however, that “any car- 








rier is a relatively inexpensive method 
of providing air fields throughout three- 
fourth of the surface of the earth.” 

The Secretary said the “highly skilled 
and courageous pilots who fly the F4H, 
the A3D and the F8U can, in effect, carry 
this mobile landing strip with them.” 

He also observed that the Enterprise 
will be constantly on the move and “can- 
not be pre-targeted.”

Her eight 
pressurized water nuclear power plants 
enable her to operate for extended pe- 
riods without refueling. In continuous 
operation, the big carrier could circle 
the earth several times at high speed.

The Naval Ordnance _ Laboratory, 
White Oak, Md. has installed a new 
electro-dynamie vibrator capable of 
closely simulating the random vibrations 
associated with rocket or jet propulsion. 
Built to NOL specifications by Ling 
Electronics of Ahaheim, Calif., the 
facility can be used to detect defective 
missile components inside the laboratory 
prior to actual test flights. 

The heart of the system is a large 
electro-dynamic shaker which is capable 
of 7500 pounds of force at frequencies 
from 5 to 2000 cycles per second,

A-POWER AT USCGA 


The U. S, Coast Guard Academy 
at New London, Conn., has activat- 
ed a reactor in a nuclear labora- 
tory. 

Capt, Arthur B. Engel, head of 
the Academy’s Engineering De- 
partment, said that facilities in- 
clude a radioisotope lab for teach- 
ing measurement techniques, a nu- 
clear reactor with complete in- 
strumentation for experimental 
studies, and a reactor simulator for 
the study of the dynamic response 
of reactors under various operat- 
ing conditions. 

Playing an important role in the 
application of nuclear power both 
afloat and ashore, the Coast Guard 
prepares rules governing the de- 
sign, inspection, and operation of 
nuclear-powered merchant vessels. 
In addition, the Coast Guard es- 
tablishes regulations for the trans- 
portation, handling, and stowage 
of radioactive materials at sea and 
on the waterfronts. 

The new nuclear labs at the 
Coast Guard Academy will supple- 
ment classroom studies with ac- 
tual experiments involving the 
basic materials and concepts of nu- 
clear engineering.

Ryan Will Build 
Army VTOL With G-E 


General Electric has awarded Ryan 
Aeronautical Company a major sub- 
contract to design and build two fan-in- 
wing aircraft for the Army’s VTOL lift 
fan flight research program. 

The award is part of a $6.9 million 
initial contract that G-E’s Flight Propul- 
sion Laboratory received recently from 
the Army’s Transportation Research 
Command (TRECOM), Ft. Eustis, Va. 
The complete program covers 24 months 
and will cost $10.5 million. 

Ryan will receive about half of this 
amount to provide the airframes, First 
test flight in the program is targeted 
for May 1963. 

The Army’s flight research airplane 
will be designed for forward flight in 
excess of 500 miles an hour. G-E Flight 
Propulsion Laboratory Department engi- 
neers predict that advanceqd VTOL air- 
craft will be capable of much higher 
speeds, 

Basic components of the system are a 
jet engine, a diverter valve and a six- 
foot diameter lift fan. For vertical flight, 
the lift fans installed in the wings are 
driven by the jet exhaust. For forward 
flight, the fans are closed off from the 
rest of the system and the jet; engines 
operate normally. 

The $6.9 million Phase I contract cov- 
ers 16 months and includes completion of 
the first airplane and all propulsion and 
aircraft components for the second air- 
plane. The Air Force is supplying the 
J85 jet engines and diverter valves for 
the program. 

First flight in this program is targeted 
for May 1963.
